CENTRALIA, III., March 28 (/P) — Rescue workers, riskinR injury and poaaiblo death 
themselves, found the bodies of 11 more dead in the Centra! Coal company's mine No. 5 to- 
day and the toll of Tuesday's cxploaion advanced toward the predicted 111. E.\pIoration 
of the long aubterrnnean corridors was expected to bo com- 
pleted today but no one save kinfolk clinginn desperately to 
their hopes believed a single survivor would be found in the 
debris. 

Several hours wore expected to elapse before the 11 bodie.i 
found today could be moved to the shaft and brouRht to the 
surface for identification. Meanwhile, 18 of the 32 corpses 
removed last nicht and early todny -were identified. 

The new find placed nt 78 the number of known dead, 5:t 
of whom have been itientificd and brouKht to the aurfnce. Of 
the remainder of I-IS men in 



the mine at the time of the 
blast 33 remained unaccount- 
ed for and 31 were rescued. 
The late.'it bodies found in 
Jj^ the mine were so badly burn- 
ed and bruised that a rescue 
leader said identification 
might be difficult. He said 
condition of the bodies indi- 
citcd rcKcite worJcer.i were 
ncnrintr the .scene of (he cx- 
pb^'ion.

THE COMMUNISTIC ILLUSION 
Loub Prancia Budcnz'a new book, "This _ 
My Story," contftlns some remaritnble rcvela. 
tlons. But one question, perhaps the most 
Important, la Iclt unanswered: Why did hi 
remain a Communist for 10 years, while dis- 
illusionment plied upon disillusionment, be- 
fore linnlly deciding to quit the party. 

It Is probably unnecessary by now to ex- 
plain that Mr. Budenz, a lourth-generatlon 
American, Catholic-reared Hoosler. was for 
. six years a nrember of the Communist party'. 
: national committee and for some time man- 
; nglnB editor of its paper, the Dally Worlccr, 
: Ho Joined the party after hia excommunica- 
tion by the Catholic church for marrying 
divorced woman. His leaving was followed 
by hia re-cmbraclng his original fnlth. 

Mr. Budenz obviously la a man ol more 
than ordinary Intelligence and attainments. 

■ His boolc revcala him as a devout Catholic and 
a alncere liberal by hia own lighta— antl- 

- capitalist, perhaps, but not antl-Amerlcan. 
After the crisis In hia rellgloua life he was 

■ attracted to communism by a conviction that 
, socialism was Inevitable and by a grandiose 
: and hopeless ambition to unite communlam 

and Catholicism In one great liberal move- 
ment. 

He Joined the party In 1D35. As early aa 1B37 
ho had first-person proof that It waa run on 
orders from Moscow, delivered and enforced 
by secret police agenta In this country, 
saw Intimately the uncertainty and callow 
fear of the American leaders aa they slavishly 
followed each new twist of the party line. 
He spied and was apled upon. 

Early dlalllusloned with the Soviet Utopia 
and retaining an affection for his own coun- 
try, Mr, Budenz nevertheless was part of the 
treasonable plot of American Communists 
against thetr own country. He played his port 
until the summer of 1045, when Earl Browder 
"took the rap" for the change In Soviet policy. 

Mr. Budenz atatcs unequivocally that the 
attack,on Browder by the French Communist 
Jacques Ducloa was made on Moscow's orders, 
Browder was vilified and banished for sup- 
porting the Moscow-decreed policy of war- 
time co-operation between the Sotlets and 
the United States, 

In Browder'a disgrace Mr. Budenz saw the 
declaration of Russia's war of nerves against 
this country. He was convinced that this was 
Russia's first step toward World War m. Only 
then did he leave the party. 

That Is the experience of on hiteUlgcnt 
man. But surely it has been shared by other 
American Communists less gifted but ol equal 
Intrinsic decency. Why then, their eyes being 
opened, do they continue on their uphappy, 
fear-ridden course? 

It may be because the American Commun- 
ist, with his heritage of free thought, simply 
cannot bring himself to believe what he sees. 
No matter how much he may profess to hate 
democracy, its tradition must still bo strong. 
The worlclngs of the communist mind could 
bo so alien to the democratically trained 
mind as to be almost beyond belief, 

Mr, Budenz paints well the already familiar 
picture of the communist. He Is a man without 
honor, logic, compassion, or human loyalty. He 
Is not permitted to thlnt freely, or even to 
question. He has no sense of personal dignity 
and surely no sense of humor, or he wouldn't 
be able to make some of his ridiculous about- 
faces without laughing. He la a frightened 
automaton. His cheericss life Is devoted to 
spreading discord through lies, secrecy, de- 
ceit, and Insult, except when his masters bid 
him do otherwise. 

Perhaps, faced with thla creature, the lib- 
eral. Idealistic American Communist tries to 
avoid the truth or rationalize him Into some- 
thing comprehensible to the American mind. 
Burely many non-Communists, since the 
wartime alliance, have tried to do the same 
thing. 

We Americans have a way of wanting to 
think the beat of everyone, but thot char- 
itable habit can be dangerou-i. Up to now, it 
may even have clouded our government's 
atutudo toward foreign and domestic com- 
munism, hi apltc of all the evidence to the 
contrary.
